Representative samples of solder associated with 
specimens Q7, 08, 020, 082, Q86 and the solder on the K15 
partial roll of solder were instrumentally analyzed using 
Inductively Coupled Plasma Atomic Emission Spectroscopy 
(ICPAES) to determine their elemental composition. 

The solder associated with specimens Q7 and Q8 and 
with specimens 020, Q82 and Q86 are analytically 
indistinguishable. Therefore, the solder associated with these 
two cases originated from a common homogenous source of solder 
such as the same roll of solder. 


The above solder samples ore a totally different 
solder alloy than the solder on the K15 partial roll of solder. 
Therefore, they could not have originated from that roll of 
solder. 


The minute quantities of solder present on the tip of 
the K3 soldering iron were too limited and contaminated to 
perform any meaningful compositional analysis. Therefore, it 
could not be determined if the K3 soldering iron may have been

Solder samples from four joints of the K67 specimen,

As of this date, the joint investigation by the FBI and Oakland Police Department has not 
resolved this case, and many questions remain unanswered. In my district, concerns have 
been raised regarding the FBI’s response and subsequent investigation of the bombing. 
Allegations have been made that the FBI has not been objective in its investigation of the 
bombing, and has not pursued all leads. 

As a former Police Officer and Criminal Investigator, I would like to satisfy myself that an 
unbiased and comprehensive investigation is currently underway. Specifically, I request a 
written response to the following questions.
